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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE I.— NAME. 

The name of this association shall be "The Arkansas Press Association." 

ARTICLE II.— OBJECTS. 

The obJectR of this association shall be to promote the interests of the press by 
secnrintj: unity of thought and action In all matters relating to the profession of joor- 
UHllsm and tlie business of publishing; to elevate its tone, purify Its expressions, en- 
large Its usefuineHS, advance it in wisdom and justice, extend its influence in the work 
of true civilization, and to cultivate friendly relation:* and a spirit of fraternal regard 
among its members. 

ARTICLE III.— MEMBERSHIP. 

Skction 1. Any editor or proprietor of a newspaper published in Arkansas who 
shftll have been regularly engaged in the periodical he or she represents, for six months 
Immediately preceding application, shall loe eligible to membership ; Provided, That 
any editor or proprietor who has been engaged in the newspaper business a shorter 
period than six months may be admitted to honorary membership, to be transferred 
to the fictive list at the expiration of six months. 

S c. 2. Application ror membership shall be made only at the annual meeting. 
Such apiilication Khali be made to the corresponding secretary in writing, giving two 
mem»>er8 of the association as reference, and accompanied by a copy of the newspaper 
with which the applicant is connected. The manner of election shall be prescribed by 
by-law. 

Sec. 3. The membership fee of this asso^'iatlon shall be five dollars, to be paid at 
the time of election ; the annual dues, the sum of two dollars in advance. 

Sec. 4 The financial year shall commence with the second Wednesday in May, at 
which time all regular dues shnll .become payable. 

Sec. 5. Assessments may be made equally upon all members whenever at any 
meeting the exigencies of the treasury may require. 

Sec. 6. Any member of this association who shall cease to be connected with the 
press of this state, or to maintain the qualifications for membership prescribed in the 
constitution, shall be dr«)pped from the roll of membership, unless retained by special 
action of the association, as provided in this constitution. 

Sec 7. The association may retain in active membership, by unanimous vote, 
by ballot, any member having lost membership through severing his connection with 
the press, whom they shall deem worthy of such honor through his past labors in the 
interest of the asaocintlon ; or o the prews of the state. 

Sec. 8. Any member who shall have been dropped from the roU f'>r non-payment 
of dues, may be reinstated upon the pay-nent of all arrearage, with five per cent, in- 
terest added : Provided, he shall be eligible to membership under section 1 of this ar- 
ticle. 

Sec. 9. Honorary members of this association may be elected by two-thirds vote 
of the members present at any regular meeting, and shall be entitled to such rights 
and privileges as the association by by-laws shall provide. Providea they shall have 
been active members of this association five years. 

ARTICLE IV.— OFFICERS. 

Section I. The officers of this association shall be a president, three vice-presi- 
dents, corresponding, financial and recording secretaries, treasurer, historian, orator, 
poet and executive committee, which officers shall be elected bv ballot at the annual 
meeting; Provided, no member of this association shall be elected to any office there- 
in, who is not present at the meeting of said association at the time of said election. 
They shall assume the duties of -the respective office one month after their election. 
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by a majority of the executive committee, which bill, when paid, shall be held by th» 
treasurer and returned as voucherH with liis annual report. 

AUTICLE VII.-AMENDMENTS. 

This constitution may be altered, amended or revised at any reg^ular meeting, by 
the affirmative vote taken by a loll call, imniedietely before the election of officers, of 
two-thirds of the members present: Provided, that all such alterations amend- 
ments or revisions shall have been submitted, in writing, at any previous meeting, 
regular or special Provided, however, that an amendment may be considered, and 
adopted, or rejected, nt any time during the session at which it is introduced, unless 
ten of the members present object to its cousideration. 
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BY-LAWS. 

First. The executive com niitte<* shall provide for eiich meeting an order nf basi- 
ness. 

Second. The election of members shall be by ballot, a two-thirds vote in favor of 
the applicants bein^ necessHrry to an election ; but such an election shall not consti- 
tute any person a men^ber of this Hsaoclation, or entitled to any of its pri vilef^es, until 
the memberHhip fee prnvided for in S'^cri-u 3. article III., of the coustltuilon is paid. 

Third. Any member who shall be in arrears for anunal dues or UKsessments for 
one year, shnll l>esuHi)ended without ncii«>n of the association, and can be reinstated 
only upon payment of all arrearajfes for th-' whole time intervening between such as- 
sessments and reinstatement. 

Fourth. If any objection shall be made by any member of this as-ociation to 
the admission of an applicant for membership, on the ground of disreputable charac- 
ter or loose personal habits, such application and chargen upon which objection is 
based, shall be referred, without debate, to the executive committee for examination. 
After investigating such charges the committee shall report thH facts as obtained to 
the association, with or without recomnieudatlon, and it shall be com pet'Mit for this 
association to reject such application by a one-rhlrd vote, if the facts as reported by 
the committee warrant such rejection. 

Fifth. Any member may be suspended or expelled from this assoelatJon for vio- 
lation of its rules, or for conduct unbecoming h gentleman or lady; a two-thirds vote 
of the members present, in favor of such suspension or expulsion, beliig necessary. 

Sixth, No member shall speak twice on the same question, n(»r for a longer time 
than ten minutes, unless by leave or suspension o'. this rule. 

Seventh. The recording secretary of this association shall keep a Journal of each 
days proceedingH, both at the annual and special meetings, and two hundred copies 
thereof shall be published in a neat pamphlet form, the annual meetings three months, 
and the special meetings within one month, after eaoh meeting, a copy of which, 
when priLted, shall be mailed to each member of the association without unnecessary 
delay; Provided, That the association may increaBe the number if desired. The 
pamphlet shall also contain all essays, written addreHses, poems and other valuable 
papers read before the association, except when ordered otherwise by the executive 
committee of the association. The recording secretary shall receive a salary of f 25 a 
year for his services, and shall present to the executive committee all bills incurred for 
postage, stationery and printing required by this association. The treasurer shall 
pay all such bills upon a proper voucher from the executive committee. 

Eighth. In giving notice of the annual or special meetings of this association, it 
will be -deemed auffleient if a circular, setting forth the time and place of meeting, be 
mailed to the last known postoffiee address of each member. 

Ninth. Any person made an honorary member of this association shall be re- 
quired to pay the same 'Initiation fee and annua] dues as required of active members, 
unless the same are remitted by special action of the association ; honorary members 
shall not be permitted to vote or take any part in the business proceedings of the 
assodatioD. 

Tenth. Thirty days before each annual meeting the financial secretary shall 
notify each member who is in arrears for dues or assessments, stating that if at the 
meeting such arrearages remain unpaid his name will be i-eported to the association 
for suspension for non-payment of dues or assessments. He shall also within ten days 
after the adjournment of each annual meeting notify each member suspended for non- 
payment of dues of such suspension, and he shall send out to members accounts due 
the association. He shall have the necessary blanks printed for this purpose. 

Elbtbnth. Annually on the morning of the second day of each regular meeting, 
the financial secretary shall furnish the association with a corrected list, in accordance 
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been reduced to no such Ideal •yHtem, henee these annual gatherinKR for conference 
and Interchange of experiences. 

In conclusion, let me say that journalists were never more appreciative of their 
power or more cognizant of their faults than at the present time, and never more 
desirous of honoring their profession by making themselves equal to the demands of a 
progressive people Let this feeling receive encouragement. Let our utterances be 
truths not conjectures, substance and not shadow, principle and not policy Let us 
tsive the public every-day facts and not Invade too far the domain of sensationalism. 

Since last we met in annual convocation, the Silent Messenger has invaded our 
ranks and called hence two of our most estimable and useful members— William S. 
Burnett of Helena, formerly treasurer of this association and Col. E. A. Warren, at 
one time our honored president. Their counsels will never more cheer us, their pens 
are stilled, their life work done. May we remember them with brotherly affection and 
strive to emulate their noble deeds. 



HISTORIAN'S REPORT. 
E. G. Hkndehson, Record. Evening Shade. 

The history of the Press of Arkansas is most interesting and is of greatest con- 
cern to the members of this association especially, and to the state press in general. 
To make the historian's paper what it ought to be, he should receive the hearty as- 
sistance of every newspaper publisher in the state. 

This your present historian has failed to do, and, therefore, this report is not as 
full and complete as it could have been had the editors and publishers responded to 
the queries sent them. 

Tis true the press historian has but little to do when his Kbors are compared 
with the salary he receives; although 'tis an unenviable place to fill when he falls to 
fill it. 

All the historian has to do is to write up unwritten history that is continually re- 
peating Itself. And however much he may deplore the fact, he cannot air his 
vocabulary, however limited, to a satisfactory extent; therefore the historian's duties 
are embarassing and penning. 

Food for the literary gourmand is not found to a very satisfactory extent in the 
press historian's paper. The stories are too short; not romantic nor tragic; are not 
fraught with sensation nor adventure. He simply deals in cold, hard, indisputable 
facts, circulation excepted. 

We flLd the following changes have been made : 

In January, *98, H. L. (^ross established the Ancient Order of United Workmen 
Guide at Bentonville. It is a neat little monthly devoted to the interests of that 
order In the States of Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana and the Indian Territory. It Is 
printed at the Sun office. 

The Jonesboro Times has changed Its style of management from Cobb & McKay 
to J. D. C. Cobb & Son 

The Clay County Courier has changed from a five-column quarto to a six-column 
oflio. 

J. E. Lemann has associated himself with W. R. Jones in the publication of the 
Mountain Echo, at Tellville. 

T. J. Estes estabUshed the Marble City Sentinel in May, but has since moved the 
plant to Lead Hill, and the paper now bears the title of Lead Hill Sentinel. 

In January, 1898, the Clay County Argus ceased to exist and the Plggott Banner 
was niade to wave in its stead, by Newton F. Jones. Later— Mr. Jones has been suc; 
seeded by J. K. Braning. 
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April 4th. '98. the Arkansas Gitlxen was established at Rector, by J. M. Gopeland. 

Bro. ThornbarK ot the Masouic Trowel, reports a marked increase In the circula- 
tion of that worthy publication. 

Since last year Miss Sallie Emmerson has been admitted as secretary ot the Colum- 
bia Banner Fublishing Co. 

The Dally and Weekly Arkansas Democrat is now published by the Arkansas 
Democrat Co.. with Wm. S. Mitchell as secretary and treasursr. 

The Morriltou Pilot, by the Pilot Printing Co.. has abandoned the co-operative 
print plan and is now printed on a Cranston press of the latest pattern. The editor 
still says he has the best and most complete printing office in the state outside of 
Little Rock. 

W. H. Fearing has been admitted as a partner in the Ouachita Herald office at 
Camden. « 

W. W. Folsom's Augusta Vidette was the first paper in Arkansas to exclude ad- 
vertising from the patent side, and the publisher says he finds it profitable. The 
Vidette is aJso among the few papers in the state whose circulation is guaranteed by 
Rowell's Newspaper Directory, and its publisher. Bro. Folsom, has been the paper's 
sole owner for more than thirteen years 

The Arkansas Press was recently sold by Brown & Lewis to R. P. Bateman, and 
by Bateman to The Brown Publishing Co. Mr. Brown writes "That notwithstanding 
the trouble through which the Press has Just passed, the doors have not been closed, 
no orders were refus«^d, not an issue of the paper was delayed, and aJl got three meals 
per day on an average " The Press will be changed to a daily Nov. 1. 

J. J. Baugh bought R. E. Kerr's interest in the White County Citizen. April 1, '9S. 

The White River Sentinel, by Sentinel Publishing Co. proprietors, was estab- 
lished at Augusta in the early spring. J. B. Woods is editor 

The Little Rock Tribune has recently been established by K. 0. Gould, formerly 
of the Arkansas Gazette. 

Among the latest Journalistic ventures is the Viola Telephone, by H. B. Hawkins, 
at Viola, Fulton county. 

The name of the North Arkansas Herald, published at Mountain Home, has re- 
eently been changed to Arkanasa* Herald. 

I In the early spring Noah House established the Watchman at St. Francis, Clay 
county. 

The Times, bj' Thouiason & Bayne. h»8 just been established nt Clarendon. It Is 
a six-column folio. 

The Daily News-Record, a bright evening paper, was started by Skinner & Hlte at 
Fort Smith last March. It is given to its readers every day except Saturday.

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HOW SHALL WE STRENGTHEN OUR ASSOCIATION ?

At the outset, I desire to enter an apology (or the BhortcoraiDgs of this attempted 
essay, partially due to my Inability to present creditably my observations and con- 
elusions in general, and further, to the character of the subject to be treated. No sub- 
ject, offering so little opportunity for elaboration or rhetorical display, could have 
been selected, unless it be treated in connection with some others of an allied nature. 
Of it alone, all that can be said can be writen in a few sentences. In this, if mention is 
made of any of these kindred subjects, I shall do so with the expectation of provolsing 
a further and more elaborate discasMion, hoping thereby to benefit the association 
more than if burdened with my individual opinion. Being a subject fraught with so 
much interest of vital importance to our association every member should be so deep- 
ly interested, that, if he did not care to enter into its discussion, he should be ready to 
offer any practical suggestion that may appear to him as beneficial. Thus it is only 
from the "tout ensemble*' are we able to gather the golden threads. A thorough dis- 
cussion in a free and fraternal spirit can not fail to conduce to our mutual edification. 

As an undisputed axiom none will question the necessity of our association, and 
" How Shall We Strengthen It," should call forth the best thoughts of every member. 
Occupying the exalted position we do. we should properly appreciate the responsibility 
that rests upon us. If we do not understand and appreciate our position in the world, 
how can we expect the layman to understand and appreciate us? If we are not strong 
and a unity, how can we expect to command the respect from the outsider, that is due 
us? Our influence, either for good or bad, is immeasurable. Unity of action and sen- 
timent among us is sufficient to dispose kings, make and unmake governments. We 
hold in our hands the liberty jind happiness of our people, th3 name and reputation of 
our statesmen and the success of all, I could trace the thought on and on, but deem 
this Hufflcient for the purpose of this article. 

Another thought, the average newspaper man wants to make his income as large 
as poHsible: The world recognizes our power and knows full well the benefits that 
accrue through the press. They know that the press can break down any intei'est. 
but no one paper can. Like Samson shorn, we recognise the giant, but fear him not 
until the return of his strength. The world sees in us that lack of united strength 
which, did we but possess, would inure to our benefit in more than a mere pecuniary 
advantage. 

Therefore, if we will but study our business; appreciate its magnitude for good or 
for evil; how it shapes and bends the popular will to its own molding, we become at 
once impressed with the necessity of a united association. When we reach that step, 
we can not fail to see that our strength lies in complete unity. Then it would be that 
the newspape: business would command that respect and appreciation commensurate 
with its dignity and importance. 

Then it would become a paying investment, in keeping with its inufiuence and 
benefits. It rests with us whether we shall remain at the bottom or occupy that high 
plane which, as the educators and molders of a great people of a still greater nation, 
we are justly entitled. Study and know ourselves, our business, join hands with each 
other, and when we do this, we shall perforce, strengthen our noble association. 
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extend to you the warm hand of welcome, but an men and women united in a calling; 
which. In its scope, influence and successes, is chief over all— chief in the nation, the 
state, the community, and the home. 

When we rise in the morninji;, we peer eagerly out of the window toward the front 
gate for the familiar face of a friend whose dally visits are ever welcome. Other friends 
are there to greet us. but we do not heed them. The glorious god of day, gleaming in 
golden splendor, bows to kiss the lifted cheeks .of Nature's leaf-crowned beauties, and 
gentle ^olus wafts by to fan the modest blush away. The trees nod to us, and the 
awakening flowers invite us with their smiles;, the birds carol to us, and even the 
modest lawn looks up through dewdrop tears to win our friendly notice, but, passing 
by these flne favorites of Nature's court, we give our welcome to that waiting messen- 
ger at the gate, modestly arrayed in black and white, and we go in to hear its tidings. 
And what are its tidings? It is unnecessary to enumerate. Suffice it to say there is 
something for every taste — something to please and something to criticise — and all 
welcome. 

The philosopher finds food for thought and the politician finds whetstones to 
sharpen his wits upon . 

The preacher finds material for making a sermon, and the frugal housewife finds a 
new receipe for making soap. 

Dame Society reads the spicy reports from her votaries of the day's doings at 
home and abroad, and her liege lord discovers the financial methods of making the 
mare go. 

Therein is interpreted to the unfaithful Belschazsar the handwriting on the wall, 
and Darius reads his title clear to mansions and fiowery beds at the nation's capitol. 

In its columns the merchant finds the fluctuations of markets and the planter is 
encouraged to hold his cotton for a flve points raise. 

The big-headed politician comes face to face with his mutilated caricature, after 
the battle, and the bald-headed bachelor studies the hopeful virtues of the latest hair 
restorer. 

The woman who goes shopping finds the bargain counter from it. and the woman 
who stays at home culls and clips and stores from its multitudiuous topics choice 
selections for scrap-books. 

It eomes teeming with liberal offerings for all men, women and children. 

Seated in our easy chairs at home, holding this device of printer's ink before us, we 
traverse the world with the s|>eed of thought. We take (in our Imaginary travels) a 
modest breakfast at the World's Fair, lunch with the Bostonians in Boston, hungrily 
dine with the hungry disappointees at Barmecide's feast in the White House, and are 
rocked to sleep In the cradle of the deep on the other side of the world. 

Within an hour we are participating in the apoplectic politics of France, lookers on 
in Berlin at the socialistic's successes, and struggling in the house of commons for 
home rule in Ireland. 

We pass from the trials and triumphs of labor, genius, commerce and religion, and 
forthwith are resurrecting lost thought from the ruins of buried cities, or penetrating 
the hiden regions of an unknown continent. 

Surely the newspaper Is welcome— welcome as master and welcome as messenger. 
It reaches the people, and by him who would deceive the people, a«i has been said, its 
hostility is "More to be feared than a thousand bayonets," It demands Justice for 
the wronged and punishment for crime. It denounces corrupt practices and Is an edu- 
cator. It builds our cities and cheers our homes. It speaks a kindly word over the 
grave of our dead and soothes the sorrows of the living. 

Twelve men listen to the learned jurist's declarations of the laws ; a church full of 
people hear the words of the preacher ; the voice of the statesmen reaches the ears of a

But when the press flashed 'twas as though 
Gi)d ppake from out that night again. 

And knowledge, truth, and sense of right 
Walked hand in hand wilh hnly light. 
Who dare profane truth's altar when 
Uprise God's high priests «)f Che pen ?" 

I do not express these sentiments for the purpose of giving a reason why our peo- 
ple should welcome you here, but as a fair reason why we should welcome more than 
any body of men, a body whose labor, time and thought have been devoted to the 
best interests of the community, the state and universal humanity. 

Wendell Pbiilips once said: "Let me make the newspapers and I care not who 
preaches in the pulpit or what is enacted In congress,'! 

I am inclined to believe that the rapid increase In the number and circulation of 
newspapers in the last ten years might have pied Mr. Phillip's enthnslam, but he at 
least had a keen appreciation of the power of t&e press. 

It is a fact that today the extensive publicity given by newspapers to proposed 
legislation, and the intelligent thought bestowed thereon by writers and readers, in- 
fluence congress to do or not to do what the people are prepared to approve or con- 
demn before action Is taken. 

Such is the power of a free press, unhampered by the dicta of a political junta, or 
edict of ecclesiastical court, or imprimatur of star chamber, it becomes one vast mirror 
imaging the findings of the enlightened conscience of mankind. 

And now, ladies and gentlemen of the Arkansas Press Association, as the repre- 
sentative of our worthy mayor, in the naroe of our good people — all our people— wel- 
come, welcome, welcome. We shall regret to see you go and hope you will come again. 
Yon have honored us— we want to honor you. You are the Arkansas Press Associa- 
tion — patriotic citizens of one of the great s'ates of ^his great union— champions of 
her rights, defenders of her fair name and prophets of her great future. 

We wish you a merry time while ycu tarry with us, and success in all your noble 
efforts.

PLATE MATTKR. 
John H. page. News, Warren. 

As late as a de«ade ago, plate matter was regarded among the tewspaper frater- 
nity as that part in the make up of the local newspaper that would receive the least 
attention and the least appreciation among the readers, and it was gent>rally used to 
take up space that was virtually a surplus on the hands of the publisher, who sought 
to fill it In the least expensive wag. The class of matter was generally miscellaneous, 
agricultural, scientific, humorous, religions or of some other distinctive feature, sel- 
ected with a view of getting some class of reading matter that was not covered by the 
original home-set composition. But little thought was entertained other than to cur. 
tail the expense account, and at the same time furnish to the patrons the same num- 
ber ot columns of pure reading matter. 

Now, plate matter Is regarded quite differently. Enterprising companies, working 
in harmony with the progressive ideas of enterprising newspaper men, have brought 
the plate service up to a very high standard of excellence, both in the manufacture and 
in the quality merit and class ot matter put out in the form of plates. Whereas, a 
publisher could then oraer plates and get matter that had been published In various 
journals over the country six weekH or six months before, he can now order plates con- 
taining matter purely original, fresh from the pen of the ablest writers, and in every 
way worthy of publication In the highest classed Journals in the country. 

The plate nervlce of the present time Is so ^-ear perfection that if the local news- 
paper man si ould choose to do ho he could sit in his office and do absolutely nothing 
but get up the local page, and yet publish a paper congenial to his taste in every 
respect. 

The companieH who are engaged in the manufacture of plates have every facility 
afforded by this modern age for gathering any and all kinds of news, and getting it 
Into r»»adMbIe form and ready for the columns of a newspaper. They have telegraphic 
reports both niorulng and afternoon, and a corps of editors sufficient to enable them 
to get up. in plate form, a news edition for the country Heekly that is fresh almost up 
to the hour of shipment Their literary, editorial, dramatic, religious, agricultural, 
sporting and sundry other departments are kept up and made up by men of brains 
and talent, who are free from the worry and bother of departments other than their 
own, and connequently their productions and selections are of a very high order. On 
special occasions, such as inaugural ceremonies, or similar events of general Interest, 
special editions are prepared and ready for delivery by the time the rural brother 
could come Into possession of the details. In fa-ct. I am informed that the system of 
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manufacturing and delivering plate matter is so tliorough that fully two thirds of the- 
smaller dailies are made up in this way, except in Ipcal news and editorials. 

We note wHh pride the full and complete make-up in the various dep9,rt*nent8 of 
our metropolitan contemporaries, and remark upon their enterprise in giving to their 
readers a veritable encyclopedia In the form of a newspaper. But all of these various 
departments are made up almost exclusively of plate matter. In this age of progress 
in plate matter* the country editor, without mental effort, can publish a newspaper 
that rivals in quality and quantity of matter that df his city brother, whose weekly 
is made up from the daily. 

The plate service at the present stage of advancement enables the country editor 
to divide his journal into departments, change features, and give his readers Just what 
they want. In the news department alone, the plate service affords a great improve, 
ment. The editor can now receive his news matter by freight, and yet supply hi» 
readers with rnore news, better news, and fresher news, than in the old way of rewrit- 
ing and resetting news items taken from exchanges, 

But this Is one phase only. These are capabilities, without the actual conditions 
that usually govern the management of the various newspapers published in this 
state. There is one great drawback especially in the use of plates. There is a preju- 
dice existing in the minds of the public against anything in a local paper that is not 
prepared in the home office. This kind of prejudice seems to appiy especially to plate 
matter and patent sheets. Experience in my own busin<'ss care^ along this line fur- 
nishes mtiny amusing incidents. On one occasion while I was printing au all home 
paper, a certain patron came in on press day and was surprised to know that both 
sides were printed at home. " Why," he said, " I have never read the outside, because 
I thought it was a patent." At another time I was running au all hon)e print witb 
three columns of |>lates on the last page. One day a subscriber cmie in while the first 
side was being printed and expressed great satisfaction u|>on learning t tnt the paper 
was an all n«tme print. He said he had thought it was a patent, but in the future he 
would read the outside as well as the inside. A few weeks biter he called in to say 
that he found " lots of good readin' there." tie expressed himsf*lf highly pleased witb 
an article primed from a plate on •• The Training <»f I)«gH," and inquired how 1 hap- 
pened to know so much about the subject. I satisfied him by snylng that I was reared 
on a dog farm in Southwest Missouri, and he departetl In a highly appreciative mood . 
In my experience I have found a great many who would read plate matter or a " pat- 
ent." and find it interesting, while I have found quite as many others who would not 
read plate matter or a " patent " if they knew it, but would read the same matter in a 
daily, or a weekly issue of a daily, and declare it very interesting. The «'Uly trouble in 
the use of plate matter— and I confess It is no small one to overcome— is in deluding the 
public, and causing them to believe that the type is really set up in the office. lam 
not much in favor <if deceitful methods, but there is a certain fat*cinatiou about impos- 
ing upon the credulity of the public when we are mutually benefitted, and I (!•» not 
know that It is really so wrong when bounded by these circunintances. 

I am sure that we can improve the country press i*y a liberal use of plates, und 
especially Is this true of pa'po'^ printed all at home. Hut so long as the people are 
cognisant of the fact that the type is prepared in a distant office, they will he diHp«>secfc 
to read it with a measured lack of intercMt and appreciation. 

In order to use plates successfully it will become necessary for the ])nblisher to- 
adopt a dress of body type identically the same in size and denign, and a shade iiea vier 
in the face The head letter of the entire paper should also be of identicaUy the snme 
face and body, and the heading fir the entire pap(*r sho Id always be set with a view 
to similarity. By adopting this plan and keeping the bases clean, if baves are used, 
so that the height may be uniform, the one great trouble will be materially obviated. 
It only remains then to make a clean, perfect print to make the whole paper uniform 
and apparently from the typo set up in the home office. The whole effect can be ma- 
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vttliig towu or city within our border, even to this frt vored border city, wliere on every 
hand unbounded good elieer greets you witii a soft velvet chair. 

A cheerfuHeature of journallam is the friendly meetings and greetings bad and 
received at these annual asBOclatlons; here a renewal of old friendship is clasped and a 
hearty acee^itHnce or the new associates. These comings and goings are appriciated. 
Practical features of journalism, as stronger friendships are connected, which to the 
practical newspaper roan comes as draughts of cool, refreshing water to the thirstjr 
wayfarer on the desert, and as harbingers of long life, lieuce, are l)«neflcial alike to the 
newsmen as to the citizens with whom they tarry awhile, bringing both in a. closer 
communion of feeling and interests, one with the other, and thus it is, that the country 
press and the people are in clo^e touch and fellowship with each other, and thereby 
bringing the politician nearer both. Very rare indeed that you find the politician & 
fool, for he knows that to reach the dear people successfully is by the use and through 
the columns if the country newspaper, in this, the country journalist, is as a Prince on 
paper, panoplied with past-pen-pencil and paper, he staLds forth in pomp and pride, 
without the fear of the politician. 

Too often the practical features fails of justification by reason of doubtful practices 
displayed in the conduct of the country journal, judged by the regulation rules, their 
columns show too much of the practical features of journalism as prominent in dis- 
tance, for Instance; Note the rates as displayed for advertising and for job work, and 
when you learn the price actully charged therefor, you can be but amazed at the folly 
which must bring failure to so many country plantM. 

As newspaper men, our ever present necessities and situations are in the main our 
own fault, resulting from not adhering strictly to legalized and regular rates, as estab- 
lished, the fault lies solely within us in any deviation of established rules, for when you 
cut down, it is impossible to go up again, and when you cut down, you, typographic- 
ally speaking, cut your bread and meat to smaller rations. 

Success in our line of business can never be attained without a just quid pro quo. 
It has been an injury to the profession which we follow to underatethe legitimate price 
of our labor, time and money invested. From whence can come a proper success when 
your contemporary, to get legal or private jobs, will cut down established rates one- 
half? and then perhaps, may supplement his offer with an additional discount of, say 
twenty per cent, off as has been done by publishers of country journals. With such 
management we can but live a life upon salt water and foul air. 

Another prevailing feature, not practical though practiced, is the graat greed to 
Jill up our columns with anything that fills the space, yet creates continually a vacuum 
in our pocket books If we have one, for instance, base wood cuts of some hocus-pocu» 
miedlclne vendor, because perhaps, it saves type setting, all that some of them does. * 

Then comes the advertising agent to be enriched and the press impoverished. How 
many in our ranks are without practical experence in this line? For a mere song stere. 
otyped, without any strain of the voice in singing, they control for a pittance valuable 
space at top of column next to or following reading matter in clear print, an impossi- 
bility from a base wood cut. Our space is valuable only as we choose to value it. 

Make your rates just, and dare maintain them. The foreign advertising agent to 
the contrary. Without your price. Ignore them entirely. For if you wish or ever ex- 
pect to reach the haven of success, it would seem best to shun them as you would the 
devil, if you desire to enjoy the heaven of rest. 

Another practical feature of country journalism Is to be so fortified that you may 
lead the way with good advice when the multitude may seem in donbt or darkness, 
thus let the newspaper be the light of the way. that its Influence and usefulness may 
be felt and recognized rightly and remain the power to remove the many seeming 
stumbling stones from the faith of the weary or faint-hearted, for tis the newspaper 
that plants firmly the strong stageplank of right and reason over the chasms of fear 
doubt and superstition that all may walk In the right. With the newspaper as a 
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bine the people In a demand for full lesral rates for publishing Amendment No. 2, and 
declared us undemocratic. The question of clubbing, which forced itself upon me then 
iias been settled in my mind, and I have concluded that to have clubbed with him 
would have been a waste of time. He was not susceptible of a benefit, and I could 
tiave received none. So jou see that the question of clubbing, with other newspaper.-*, 
*ind who reaps the benefit, is one which every editor must settle for himself. The ad- 
visability of clubbing, and the matter of benefit must be determined by surroundings, 
by the character of the thing clubbed, by the likelihood of defeat, by the good that 
may be accomplished, by the satisfaction to be attained and by anticipated results in 
general. 

In thinking of the subject assigned me. I became satisfied that the executive com- 
mittee does not favor clubbing and this perhaps accounts for a fact at which I am sur^ 
prised, namely, that the member who proposed the subject for discussion escaped be- 
ing clubbed. It was either this or the fact that the milk of human kindness flowing 
through their veins was so great as to awaken their sympathies. Otherwise I am sat- 
isfi«»d that he would have been clubbed. Why not? Away off there In Little Rock, 
away from home and in their power, locked in a private room In some— - 

Well, I was about to say, some first-class hotel, but judging from the state of my 
own exchequer, and the price at which they publish legal advertisements for the state, 
and considering that they are but seven In number, I sincerely doubt if they could pro- 
cure reduced rateiB, and I know that such accommodations come high. 

At any rate he was somewhere, and I say he would, no doubt, have met with the 
clubber had something not interfered to prevent. 

There are many instances in history and elsewhere when the clubber has received 
a temporary benefit, but none to my knowledge, when it was lasting. Cain clubbed 
Abel because he was the more favored of Ood. He thought to receive the benefit, and 
perhaps was benefitted temporarily, but in the end the clubbfd received the benefit and 
the clubber was cursed. It is Just so in clubbing newspapers. The ambition of the 
country editor is to please his subscribers. The clubbing Idea is to show an unusual 
liberality to g^ve something for nothing to increase your circulation. It makes 
friends for your paper. On itsj|surface it wears a charming glitter. How many pub- 
lishers stop to count the cost? It Is perfectly natural for one to accept the surface 
deceits, and there are few Indeed who figure on the expense of clubbing. One sees, un- 
If ss he exercises close deliberation, a benefit to the clubber In every clubbing scheme 
sent out by the would-be clubbed. I say to you that within a large and varied ex- 
perienced In the clubbing schemes heretofore offered, I have never received a benefit. 
All have been found, Cain and Abel like, full of disappointment. 

I take the ground that the public does not appreciate the newspaper clubbing 
schemps. Occasionally there is a mat who appreciat s it and Insists upon It. He is 
littleness personfled and too stingy to breath freely. I remembered one such man In 
my experience. Unfortunately for that class of citizens, this individual was a farmer— 
an all-cotton farmer, If you please— and he had called at my oflice, after having been 
dunned for what he owed, to say that he w :s surprised to get our bill. That there 
must be some mistake. He had onl> been getting "The Times" from us a few months, 
and that he had received no other papers lu connection therewith, and surely we 
didn't want a dollar and a half for our paper alone. He was Informed, that .was 
about the size of it. He refused to pay. Said that the former publisher had sent him 
two or three papers besides his own for that sura and he did not propose to be hum- 
bugged, and rather insisted that I should send him the best paper in Arkansas, and 
one from Kentucky, Tennessee and Georgia, for the price of one, and finally left the 
office in disgust, after ordering his paper stopped, bec<iuse these small favors were de- 
nied him. This is another case when clubbing could have been resorted to satis- 
factorily, and if properly done it would have been at least a favor to society to have 
clubbed this cheeky individual out of the sanctum.
